Pat. 5,502,175). 

US'175 teaches polyethyloxylated compounds reading on the instant invention when: 
A+B+G+D= 30-40; Rl, R2, R3, R4 = H OR -C(0)M with M = CI M8 and R5 = Me. The 

compounds can be used in cosmetic formulations. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in pubhc use or 
on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appHcation for patent in the United States. 

3. Claims 1-10 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by WO-99/67017. 
WO'017 teaches liquid thickeners comprising alkoxylated Upophillic compounds such 

as ethyoxylated esterified methyl glycosides, their use in cosmetic formulations and methods 
of preparation. Applicable compounds and their method of preparation can be found on 
page 3 and their use in cosmetic formulations on page 9.
